E Y E T R O U B L E RE- 
F L E C T I O N OF D IS E A S E 


Yesterday 
I 
mentioned 
the fact 
that as one sees a group of eye pa­ 
tients it is surprising to notice liow’ 
often the eye troul)le is merely a 
reflection of disease generally in the 
body.

worst sources of infection, and as 
tliey could not he safely saved, 1 ad­ 
vised Iheir removal. 
In addition, I 
recommended common sense in his 
.iving habits and, later, removal of 
tonsils and appendix, if necessary. 
Tlie eye, as frequently occurs, was 
worse for a few days after the re­ 
moval of the infected teeth, after 
which it pron.ptly got w'ell and has 
reicain el so for the past year. He 
insists on retaining his appendix and 
tonsils, 
and 
is 
even 
unwilling 
to 
minimize 
infection 
fiom 
these 
sources. 
Unless normalized 
or 
re­ 
moved, they will cause another chap­ 
ter to tliis story at some future time 
when his vitality again is lowered.

He saw 
double, and on looking at himself in

In several w’ceks, her husband se­ 
cured another position, and within 
a few days the headaches ceased 
completely. 
'I'hey 
were 
obviously 
due partly to eye strain and partly 
to a general nervous irritability^ as­ 
sociated with fear, loss of appetite, 
etc., and other factors surrounding 
her husband’s economic status.

From reatding a hand-bill recently circulat­ 
ed over the city by the Democratic Committee, 
the taxpayer would be led to believe that the 
City of Sedalia was just about ready to start 
lending money; but such is not the case. 


It states in part that the City is now out of 
debt and has a balance of $1 5 ,2 2 2 .2 0 in the 
General Fund; the facts are that the City has a 
Bonded Indebtedness of $1 39,497.77 at the 
present time. 
During the first four months of 
the Democratic Administration from M ay 1st to 
September 30th the indebtedness was increas­ 
ed $1 5 ,32 2 .00 which was included in a Bond is­ 
sue of $45 ,0 0 0 floated in November, 1934; in 
other words, one-third of the bond issue was in­ 
curred by the present administration. 


It is a well known fact that the C ity’s 
present annual expenditures are greater than its 
income and that this condition cannot continue.

T H E R E S H O U L D BE a balance in the City 
Treasury at the present time as the city has just 
finished collecting Merchant and Automobile 
license and quite a number of delinquent taxes.

Also, please 
remember that this was during the two years of 
the most trying times that the City of Sedalia 
has ever known and that 31 6 .2 71 .2 3 was used 
to buy food for unemployed and needy people 
which was an added burden to the City. During 
the year 1934. under the present administra­ 
tion, the operating expense of the city was in­ 
creased $7,0 0 9.0 2 over that of 1933 with the 
burden of relief materially decreased with Fed­ 
eral and State funds provided for that purpose. 


I believe that my experience of two years in 
city management and my knowledge of city af­ 
fairs would be valuable to the taxpayers at this 
time, to finish the uncxpired term of the office 
of Mavor.
